Ok Gal & Guys, I think I've got it. How are tubes really cooled? 


By radiation, mostly, and that radiation is absorbed largely by the 
envelope. What happens & what we perceive is greatly dependent upon 
temperature. The energy emitted by the anode increases with temp., 
and the amount of energy absorbed by the glass is high at the 
temperatures common to the anode. Glass doesn't absorb much (does 
transmit) solar radiation, which is what we think of and perceive 
visibly, but does absorb other wavelengths above (cooler) and below 
(hotter) . 


We can see wavelengths of 0.4 to 0.7 micron (u) (millionth of a 
meter), a very narrow band. 

Radiation energy is broadband. 

Solar radiation emits 90% of its energy between 0.1 & 3.0u, with 
maybe 50% in the visible range. 

A tube anode at 500 deg. F has a peak energy emitting wavelength of 
about 5.4u 

at 1000 F peak u=3.6 

at 1300 F we start to see it as dull red, peak u=3.0, but we can 
only "see" up to @.7u, so we only "see" a small portion of the 
emitted energy. 

If it got to white hot, 2400 F, peak u= 2 to 2.5, but we still only 
see it at about 0.4-0.7 range. 


Also, emitted energy goes up as the 4th power of temperature--the 
hotter the anode gets, the better (more) the radiation gets. 


What does the glass "see"? 

Silica glass transmits over 90% of the energy it receives in the 
@.35 - 2.7u range, it is largely "transparent" in that range. But, 
our anode emits most of its energy in the over 3.0u range (assuming 
that it's only "dull red", or cooler. In that range, the glass 
absorbs much of the energy, and reflects some (back to the tube 
internals, not a good thing). 


This is the "greenhouse effect". Solar radiation passes thru the 
glass, heats the stuff inside, but the inside stuff only radiates 
at a lower tempeerature, which is reflected back in by the glass. 


Treatment of the glass, either by "alloying" or surface coatings 
can modify transmission, absorption and reflection greatly at 
various wavelengths. (Stanley Thermos bottles, etc.) 


So, the glass does get hot from the radiation (and a little from 
conduction thru the leads), and can benefit greatly from whatever 
means of cooling we can supply. Blowing air is common but not too 
efficient. Water cooling (dunking) is uncommon, but very efficient 
in cooling the glass envelope--still the anode relies on radiation 
to get its heat to the envelope. Direct water cooling of the anode 
is the best. (Vapor phase boilers are even better.) 


Our "dunkers" did work. 


Hope this thread can fold up now. It's been fun. Now I've got to 
get back to work.

I've repaired/restored a number of antique clocks. The danger with 
using something like Brasso will eventually tarnish/corrode the brass 
plates and/or gears it's used on, if not completely removed. This, in 
itself, is an irritant. What's worse is if some residue is left ina 
pivot hole which holds the gear end - the eventual gear motion will 


allow the cleaner to act as an abrasive, enlarging the hole. This leads 
to having rebush the hole sooner than anticipated. 


I wouldn't see where this would be of a concern on any boatanchor. I 
personally just steel wool the knob and hit it with a coat of silicon 
car wax. Or repaint it.

It would help 
if you can remove the old one and take it with you. If nit take the whole 
armature.

Went to visit the National Cryptologic Museum at Fort Meade, MD. 
Small, but packed with interesting stuff. Of interest to the R390A 
crowd is the TEBO system that was operational from mid 60's to 


mid 80's. It's mission was to intercept (and break) digital codes. 
The intercept part was done by a 3 bay rack attached to a desk, 

with the top section angled over for easy visibility when seated 

at the desk. (This description is from a picture of TEBO, not the 
real thing.) The left rack had misc digital stuff in it. The center 
and right racks were identical, with an R390A at desk level, another 
one above it, then a CV1612 Frequency Shift Converter with switches 
for receiver selection, and finally an IP725 Indicator Frequency 
Separation in the angled section. 


There was an R390A on display, Motorola Contract # 14 PH 56, serial 
number looked like 1410. Tag said next maintenance was 1 Dec 71. 
Looked standard, except for a 10 turn digital counter knob on the 
BFO shaft (like the ones on Bournes 10 turn pots). I remember 
someone talking about an R390A with a 10 turn BFO knob, but could 
not find it in my archives. The meters looked like they'd glow. 


The CV1612 and IP725 were also on display. The set is AN/FRA 86. 


I was also interested in a WWII '‘bombe' - a 5000 pound mechanical 
marvel that ground through all possible code combinations and 
printed out keys when matches were found. A guide was explaining 
the machine to a group, but said very little about the operating 
principle of the machine. I did see some modules with tubes, but 
it was mostly cables, plugs, and rotary switches. According to a 
small pamphlet, the bombe was invented in 1938 to break the code 
generated by rotor machines like the Enigma. It made a loud 
ticking sound in operation, hence the name. 


There were a couple of early radio direction finding sets off in 
a corner, but no reference to the Wullenweber sites. 


Passed up the chance to buy a jacket with the NSA emblem on it, 
though that would make quite a hit at an Internet convention.

Hi there all you knob polishers. I have a method that I use and have for 
years, it sounds a bit drastic, but it works. several of our list members 
have see this so i need no further statement. 


I have a polisher motor at 1725 rpm and one’ spindle is a very fine wire 
( yes wire ) brush. On the other spindle is a cloth polishing wheel. 
After a quick mild soap and water rinse ( or a quick shot of 409 ) I 
carefully apply the knob to the brush, if you cannot run your finger on 
the rotating brush with no discomfort, it is too course. If the wheel 
scratches it is too much. on a new wheel I usually run a file against it 
when running to remove the burrs on the wires.. Experiment on old stuff 
you will be surprised...

It was poorly 
copied from a poor original, and not worth the $16 or $18 I paid. (FWIW - 
I later paid $25 for an original in almost perfect shape) 


In dealing with manual folks, there are two xshining* exceptions: Sheldon 
Wheaton's copy of the R-366/TRR-5 manual which is nothing short of perfect, 
and very hard to tell that it is a photocopy. Hence, I direct all 


inquiries for this manual direct to him as I cannot duplicate it with the 
same level of quality. The other is the scanned and re-manufactured 
manuals that Shaun Merrigan makes. When I received my R-390A Operator's 
manual from him, I thought he mistakedly sent me the original. It is 
xthatx perfect. The HQ-180 manual was the same quality. All three were 
well worth the $15 to $20 I paid for them.
